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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Independent claims 1 ,7,13 and 17 all call for "at least one piston sleeve". From 
applicant's description and drawings, it appears that the device requires at least two 
pistons. If the device can be operated with only one piston, applicant is required to 
point to the area of the specification that sets forth operation of the device using only 
one piston. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-21 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 1, line 
5, claim 7, line 3, claim 13, line 5, and claim 17, line 3 all state "each said piston 
sleeves". No proper antecedent basis is provided for "said piston sleeves". The only 
antecedent basis is "at least one piston sleeve". One piston sleeve cannot provide 
antecedent basis for two piston sleeves. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 17,18, 20 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Weyer. 

Weyer (4882979) discloses a method for transmission between fluid power and 
torque. Pressure is applied to piston heads 64 and 66. This pressure induces lateral 
and rotational motion in the piston sleeve 60. The pistons are operatively connected to 
drive shaft 20 and a housing so that one of the drive shaft and housing rotates with the 
piston sleeve. As to claim 18, a valve system coordinates application of pressure to the 
piston heads through first and third ports 88 and 92, or between second and fourth ports 
90 and 94. The flow of fluid alternates between the two flow passages. As to claim 20, 
the pressure transmitted to the piston is rotational pressure. As to claim 21 , piston 
heads 64 and 66 are considered crowns and the pressure is applied in an alternative 
manner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-16 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Claim 19 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
